Angry  Neighbors  Push 
For  Nightclubs'  Ouster 


MAKING  A  POINT 
AT  NEW  POTRERO  STATION

A  coalition  of  neighbors  is  cru- 
sading to  oust  two  nightclubs  on  the 
north  slope  of  Potrero  Hill  that  they 
charge  are  hubs  of  noise,  vandalism, 
violence,  and  other  disturbances. 

The  neighbors,  with  help  from  the 
Potrero  Hill  Boosters  and  Merchants 
Assn.,  have  drawn  up  a  petition  and 
gathered  more  than  500  signatures  to 
present  to  city  officials  calling  lor  the 
revocation  of  the  clubs'  permits. 

While  neighbors  say  they  have  had 
problems  with  the  clubs  for  years,  the 
last  straw  came  at  Christmastime, 
after  one  man  was  shot  dead  following 
a  melee  at  one  club  and  a  near  riot 
erupted  in  the  street  in  front  of  the 
other. 

The  clubs  in  question  are  Le  Club 
Touche.  at  300  De  Haro  St.,  and  the 
Sahara,  located  in  the  old  Western  Can 
warehouse  at  444  De  Haro  St. 

"For  the  last  four  years  it's  been 
hellish  on  Friday  and  Saturday  nights," 
said  16-year  Rhode  Island  Street  resi- 
dent John  Tricamo. 

In  the  wee  hours  of  Christmas  Day, 
according  to  police,  a  fight  broke  out 
at  the  Touche,  during  which  two  men 
were  stabbed.  A  short  while  later,  Hiep 
Van\Trinh,  a  26-year-old  Oakland  man. 
was  shot  and  killed  a  few  yards  from 
the  club's  front  door.  No  suspects  had 
been  arrested  at  View  press  time. 

Police  have  said  they  believe  the 
club  to  be  a  gang  hangout  with  a  history 
of  gang-related  violence.  A  review  of 
police  records  shows  that,  between 
Sept.  3  and  Dec.  25  of  last  year,  there 
have  beertat  least  nine  reports  of 
criminal  activity  in  or  around  300  De 
Haro  St.  Reported  incidents  include 
grand  theft,  arson,  two  incidents  of 
petty  theft,  two  incidents  of  aggravat- 
ed assault,  and  three  incidents  of 
battery,  in  addition  to  the  stabbings 
and  murder. 


Later  on  Christmas  day,  police  said, 
an  assault  at  the  Sahara,  one  block 
south  of  the  Touche,  led  to  what  resi- 
dents described  as  a  riot  that  lasted 
through  the  night.  Sahara  owner  Mufid 
Shehadeh,  in  a  telephone  interview  from 
his  Belmont  home,  attempted  to  down- 
play the  incident.  "Up  to  11  p.m. 
everything  was  beautiful,"  he  said, 
"After  11 ,  [  saw  crowds  coming  who 
were  not  behaving."  Shehadeh  said  he 
then  moved  to  close  down  the  club. 
"Police  shut  down  the  party,  everybody 
went  home  safely,  no  riot  like  they 
said  in  the  paper,"  he  said. 

A  record  of  police  calls  that  evening, 
however,  tells  a  different  story.  A 
transcript  of  radio  calls  to  and  from 
Potrero  Station  includes  several  calls 
for  backup,  a  call  for  e  bullhorn  to  be 
brought  to  the  scene,  and  a  call  for 
"all  units"  to  meet  at  the  scene  with 
"hats  and  bats,"  police  jargon  for  riot 
helmets  and  night  sticks.  According  to 
police,  22  cars  were  eventually  called 
in  to  disperse  the  crowd,  e»%imHted  to 
be  between  400  and  500  people. 

"At  11:30  p.m.  1  went  out  and  saw  the 
crowds  milling  along  the  street  and 
the  cars  going  back  and  forth  and  the 
kids  screaming  and  yelling  at  one 
another,"  said  Tricamo.  He  said  the 
incident  kept  him  and  his  wife,  Joan, 
up  all  night. 

Shortly  after  the  Christmas  incidents, 
concerned  neighbors  banded  together 
to  drum  up  support  to  try  and  get  the 
clubs'  permits  revoked.  Gregg  Stouffer 
and  his  roommate,  Kelly  Keith,  had 
several  hundred  flyers  printed,  which 
they  distributed  around  the  Hill.  The 
flyers  invited  neighbors  to  a  meeting 
held  in  Keith's  garage  on  Rhode  Island 
St.  Dec.  30. 

More  than  150  people  squeezed  into 
the  garage  and  spilled  out  onto  the  street, 
primarily  neighbors,  but  also  reporters 
from  both  the  city's  dailies,  radio  and  TV 
reporters,  and  police  from  Potrero  Sta- 
tion.

Even  Though  Beat  Patrols  Are  Gone  from  the  Hill, 
Potrero  Station's  Captain  Says  Staffing  Level  Okay

is  there  currently  enough  police 
coverage  for  the  Potrero  District? 

Captain  Sylvia  Harper,  who  resides 
in  the  district,  said  there  are  always 
at  least  five  cars  covering  all  five 
sectors  of  the  district,  depending  on 
the  time  of  day.  With  roughly  half 
the  86  regular  officers  deployed  from 
the  station  on  duty,  and  auxiliary 
officers  who  duplicate  areas,  there 
is  sufficient  coverage,  she  said. 

"We  are  on  a  24-hour  schedule.  Day- 
watch  starts  at  6  a.m.  At  II  a.m. 
another  watch  is  added,  and  the  bulk 
of  the  officers  are  at  night.  So  at 
4  p.m.  we  have  probably  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  officers  in  the  station 
working,"  Harper  pointed  out.  And 
although  the  morning  officers  may 


be  going  home  in  the  afternoon,  (officers 
currently  work  10  hour  shifts),  the 
11  a. I*,  shift  officers  overlap. 

"If  there  is  a  crucial  incident  or 
they  need  additional  help,  other  officers 
will  leave  their  assigned  areas  and  go 
assist,"  Harper  said.  "So  even  if  we 
say  there  are  only  one  or  two  cars 
(on  patrol),  I  don't  want  there  to  be 
this  perception  that  there's  not  enough 
officers,  because  there  are,"  she  added. 
Harper  further  explained  that  officers 
from  other  districts,  the  Mission, 
Southern  (the  Hall  of  Justice),  and 
Ingleside,  which  are  the  surrounding 
stations,  and  from  all  over  the  city, 
are  available  to  respond,  should  a 
major  incident  occur  where  extra 
assistance  is  needed. 

Although  residents  and  merchants 
may  feel  more  comfortable  finding 
foot,  or  "beat"  patrols,  they  have  been 


discontinued  on  the  Hill  due  to  its 
geography.  Harper  admitted. 

"When  1  came  in  February  (1996) 
and  looked  at  the  demographics  and  the 
geography,  1  did  assign  a  bicycle  officer 
up  in  that  area  to  replace  the  beat 
officer  because  they  could  get  around 
faster,"  Harper  noted.  "But  because 
of  the  hills,  it  wasn't  conducive  for 
him  to  be  riding,  and  he  couldn't 
respond.  So  for  that  reason  I  had  to 
discontinue  that." 

In  addition  to  regular  patrols,  which 
use  the  same  officers  as  often  as 
possible  to  promote  familiarity  within 
the  area  and  among  the  public,  there 
are  also  a  number  of  detail  patrols. 
For  example,  the  housing  police  handle 
the  various  public  housing  projects. 
"I  do  have  two  officers  who  have  been 
working  with  the  community,"  Harper 
explained,"  and  I  think  they  do  have 


really  good  rapport  with  the  people. 
Both  of  them  are  making  great  strides 
to  connect." 

The  Muni  detail  handles  primarily 
the  bus  and  other  related  problematic 
areas,  and  school  officers  handle  issues 
in  and  around  the  schools  from  6  a.m. 
-  4  p.m.  There  are  also  park  officers, 
who  patrol  in  a  Chevy  Blazer,  for  the 
various  parks.  And  for  special  opera- 
tions or  investigations,  inspectors 
and  plainclothes  officers  from  various 
units  will  also  be  in  the  district. 
"There  is  a  lot  of  crossover."  she  said. 
Given  the  population  of  the  district, 
the  number  of  officers,  and  the  types 
of  crimes  dealt  with.  Harper  is  very 
proud  of  the  station's  response  record 
.to  urgent  calls.  "The  priority  runs 
are  A's.  B's,  and  C's.  A's  you  have  to

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Not  So  Fast! 


Now  that  Mayor  Willie  Brown's  former  campaign  consultant  Jack  Davis  has  per- 
suaded the  Mayor  lo  switch  sides  on  whether  Home  Depot  should  make  its  home  on 
Pier  81).  it  appears  that  Hill  activists  should  be  careful  not  to  blink.  If  they  do.  they 
might  find  Home  Depot  up  and  running  before  lliey  know  it. 

Two  years  ago.  when  the  massive  Home  Depot  store  was  proposed  for  the  soutli 
side  of  the  Mission  Bay  Development.  Potrero  Hill  activists  played  a  key  role  in  ens- 
suring  that  extensive  community  involvement  and  a  full  public  hearing  process  would 
be  required  before  any  proposal  became  reality.  And  when  Brown  ran  for  Mayor,  he 
voiced  numerous  concerns  about  —  and  even  opposition  to  —  such  huge  enterprises  as 
Home  Depot. 

Now  that  Davis  is  on  the  Home  Depot  payroll,  however,  the  Mayor  is  not  only 
supporting  its  construction  at  Pier  80,  but  he  is  putting  it  on  the  fastest  track 
possible.  A  recent  article  in  the  San  I-rancico  Examiner  notes  that  Brown  now  says 
that  Home  Depot  can  put  up  a  store  ...  in  90  days. 

That  would  certainly  provide  little  time  for  the  sort  of  environmental  review, 
traffic  studies,  and  other  evaluations  of  Home  Depot's  impact  on  Potrero  Hill  and 
that  surrounding  area.  Whether  or  not  one  supports  its  eventual  construction,  we 
urge  Hill  residents  to  insist  on  a  full  review  process,  complete  with  community  in- 
volvement, before  any  final  decision  is  made.

Live/Work? 


Editor: 

I  would  like  to  alert  the  community 
of  Potrero  Hill  to  the  current  appli- 
cation by  developers  for  the  building 
of  two  high  density  developments  who 
unbelievably  wish  to  build  27  units 
with  14  parking  spaces  and  29  units 
with  17  parking  spaces  under  the  cate- 
gory "live/work": 

PROPOSED  DEVELOPMENT  -  1001 
MAR1POSA/208PENNSYLVAN1A  - 
POTRERO  HILL  PROJECT  TITLE 
96,685E 

I  think  it  is  important  that  our  com- 
munity respond  to  this  proposal  for 
the  following  reasons: 

1)  unreasonable  living/parking  ratio 
—  there  is  the  assumption  that  half 
of  the  residents  will  have  no  car^  — 
"very  ecological"  and  the  other  lialf 
have  only  one  car  per  unit,  with  the 


remainder  of  the  parking  to  be  on  the 
HiU; 

2)  "live/work"  —  this  category  is 
getting  a  lot  of  use  on  the  Hill,  the 
assumption  being  that  these  units  will 
be  for  people  who  make  their  liveli- 
hood as  artists  and  artisans  -There  is 
no  monitoring  ol  the  actual  use  of 
these  units  once  they  are  sold,  leased 
or  rented  —  witness  the  18th  Street 
projects.  Live/work  is  a  wonderful 
concept  but  developers  have  rightly 
understood  that  this  category  allows 
them  not  to  comply  with  traditional 
building/zoning  requirements  which, 
to  some  degree,  protect  our  existing 
communities.

MIDDLE  SCHOOL  ASBESTOS  CONTROVERSY: 

Concern  among  teachers  and  staff  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  was  growing  in 
early  1987  over  a  report  that  serious  asbestos  hazards  persisted  at  the  school.  The 
report  was  by  Jim  Fite.  Executive  Director  of  the  White  Lung  Association,  who  was 
acting  in  his  capacity  as  a  consultant  to  the  S.F.  Unified  School  District.  Fite  could 
find  no  records  of  asbestos  abatement  at  the  Middle  School,  although  the  district 
had  found  the  school  free  of  the  material  in  1983.  School  Board  members  Libby  Dene- 
beim  and  Joanne  Miller  stated  that  there  was  a  need  for  the  district  to  appropriate 
funds  for  extensive  air  sampling. 

MISSION  BAY  PLAN  RAISES  QUESTIONS: 

The  City  Planning  Department's  long-awaited  draft  plan  for  Mission  Bay  was  re- 
leased in  January  and  produced  far  more  questions  than  answers,  according  to  The 
View.  These  questions  concerned  the  possibility  of  a  baseball  stadium  at  Seventh 
and  Townsend  Streets  (a  proposal  many  had  thought  had  died),  the  types  of  jobs  to 
be  created  by  the  development,  affordable  housing  ("affordable  to  whom?),  and 
schools  (should  a  school  be  built  to  attract  families  or  should  construction  wait  until 
there's  a  demonstrable  need?). 

AN  EIGHT  MONTH  PEACE  TREK: 

Hill  resident  Bill  Jensen  made  his  first  trip  to  the  East  Coast  in  1986.  Nothing  un- 
usual in  that,  except  that  he  did  it  on  foot,  taking  eight  months,  and  it  cost  him 
$3,000.  And  he  would  do  it  again  if  the  occasion  arose,  he  told  The  View.  Jensen,

Potrero  Station  Captain  Sylvia  Harper 
listened  as  fed-up  Hill  residents  aired 
their  concerns  atiout  the  noise,  traffic 
hassles  and  violence  they  believe  eman- 
ate from  the  clubs, 

"Once  a  permit  has  been  granted  it's 
very  difficult  to  get  it  revoked."  said 
Harper,  who  noted  that  Potrero  Station 
has  had  to  beef-up  patrols  around  the 
clubs.  "The  citizens  have  to  come  for- 
ward and  testify." 

During  the  meeting,  representatives 
from  the  Potrero  Hill  Boosters  and  Mer- 
chants read  and  circulated  a  petition 
urging  city  officials  to  yank  the  clubs' 
permits. 

"On  Chrisimas  Eve  the  peace  and 
tranquility  over  Potrero  Hill  was  abrupt- 
ly shattered  by  a  hail  of  gunfire,  which 
woke  hundreds  of  residents  and  left  one 
man  shot  dead,"  read  the  petition.  "The 
next  night  residents  were  again  disturb- 
ed by  shattering  glass,  loud  yelling, 
engines  gunning  and  horns.  We  are  out- 
raged that  our  neighborhood  has  been  in- 
vaded by  murderers,  other  criminals  and 
irresponsible  individuals  who  patronize 
Sahara  and  Club  Touche.  We  therefore 
demand  that  the  cabaret  licenses  of  these 
two  businesses  be  immediately  and  per- 
manently revoked  to  restore  peace  and 
tranquility  to  Potrero  Hill." 

There  were  160  signatures  gathered 
at  the  meeting.  About  61)0  signatures 
had  been  gathered  at  View  press  time. 


Shehadch  told  The  View  thot  he  feels 
his  business  has  been  singled  out  unfairly, 
and  that  neighbors  liave  it  wrong  wlien 
they  suy  Sahara  is  a  hub  of  noise  and 
criminal  activity.  He  said  he  lias  gather- 
ed 51)0  signatures  in  a  counter-petition  of 
his  own. 

"My  place  is  not  a  nightclub,"  said 
Shehadch.  "My  place  is  a  restaurant  open 
for  special  events.  I  can  telJ  you  that 
in  five  years  we  had  maybe  one  or  two 
disorders,"  he  suid. 

According  to  police  records,  however, 
ther  e  wore  at  least  12  incidents  involving 
law  enforcement  in  or  around  444  Ue 
Haro  since  Sept.  3,  not  including  ttie 
Christmas  Day  incidents.  This  list  in- 
cludes possession  of  narcotics,  refusal 
to  disperse,  pickpocketing,  petty  theft, 
interfering  with  a  police  officer,  assault 
on  a  police  officer,  exhibiting  a  deadly 
weapon,  disturbing  the  peace  by  fighting, 
two  incidents  of  malicious  mischief  and 
two  of  battery. 

IVhile  the  report  didn't  indicate  the 
Sahara  as  the  definite  source  of  the  dis- 
turbances, the  majority  of  the  incidents 
occurred  around  midnight,  when  the  Sa- 
hara is  in  full  operation. 

Shehadeh  was  served  eviction  papers 
Oct.  30  of  last  year  by  the  landlord  at 
444  De  Haro,  Insignia  Commercial 
Group.  The  case  is  set  to  go  to  court 
Feb.  3.  Several  Hill  residents  who  live 
near  the  club  have  been  subpoenaed  to 
testify  on  the  landlord's  behalf.

Shehadeh  told  The  View  he  believes 
the  landlord  is  in  cahoots  with  the  neigh- 
borhood, and  that  the  petition  drive  was 
really  instigated  by  the  landlord.  He 
also  claims  both  the  neighborhood  and 
the  landlord  have  racist  motives  in  trying 
to  oust  his  business  from  the  Hill. 

Potrero  Hill  residents  find  both  charges 
ludicrous.  "When  I'm  in  my  house  and  I 
hear  noise  and  gunshots  atid  1  dial  911,1 
don't  huve  time  to  check  the  race  or 
ethnicity  of  the  people  involved,"  said 
Keith. 

Business  owners  in  the  area  have  also 
voiced  concerns  about  the  two  clubs. 
Joe  Talmadgo  told  The  View  he  would 
like  to  keep  his  World  Gym  ~  across  the 
street  from  the  Touche  —  open  24  hours, 
but  is  concerned  for  his  patrons'  safety. 

Talmadge  said  he  has  witnessed  several 
"problematic  incidents,"  including  vio- 
lence, vandalism  and  garbage  strewn  in 
the  street  by  club  patrons.  He  says  having 
to  close  earlier  than  other  gyms  has  hurt 
his  business. 

The  Metronome  Ballroom,  a  school  for 
ballroom  dance  that  stands  between  the 
Sahara  and  the  Touche,  has  hired  a  secur- 
ity guard  to  escort  patrons  to  and  from 
their  cars  at  night. 

Just  as  The  View  was  going  to  press,  a 
crowd  of  more  than  150  gathered  at  the 
Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House  Jan. 
to  air  their  viewpoints  before  Supervisor 
Tom  Ammiano  and  other  city  officials.

respond  to  immediately  —  urgent  or 
crime  in  progress.  The  B  runs  are 
not  as  severe,  but  you  need  to  get 
there  as  soon  as  possible.  The  C's 
are  your  nuisance  calls,  noise  complaints, 
etc.  Our  Station,  on  the  A  runs  alone, 
is  in  first  place  out  of  10  stations  on 
midnights.  Second  on  daywatch,  and 
third  on  swing  (shift).  We  get  a  lot 
of  serious  A  calls." 

Overall,  crime  on  the  Hill  has  dropped 
in  most  categories  for  the  last  part  of 
1996,  compared  to  the  same  period  in 
1995.  The  preliminary  figures  for 
Potrero  Hill  only  (which  the  department 
considers  the  borders  to  be  16th  Street, 
the  101  freeway,  25th  Street,  and  the 
280  freeway),  are  reflected  in  the 
chart  at  left. 

In  February  the  Potrero  Station  will  be 
moving  from  its  current  location  at 
20th  and  Third  Streets  to  a  bigger,  more 
modern  station  in  roughly  the  center 
of  the  Potrero  District  in  the  Bayview. 
at  201  Williams  near  Newhall,  off  Third 
Street.  Harper  perceives  the  move 
as  a  milestone,  and  says  it  will  not 
affect  coverage  on  the  Hill  or  anywhere 
else  within  the  district.

Potrero  Hill  residents  who  receive 
AFDC  MediCal,  as  well  as  some 
other  MediCal  recipients,  have 
to  make  a  very  important  choice 
about  their  future  health  care. 

Many  people  may  have  already 
been  sent  special  forms  to  choose 
a  MediCal  Managed  Care  Plan. 
Others  will  be  receiving  them 
over  the  next  couple  of  months. 

Please  read  these  forms 
carefully,  and  talk  to  your 
doctor  or  other  health  care 
provider  staff  as  soon  as  possible. 
If  you  are  one  of  these  MediCal 
recipients,  you  must  choose  one 
of  the  two  Managed  Care  plans, 
and  a  clinic  and  doctor. 

If  you  don't  choose,  the  system 
will  choose  for  you.  And  you  may 
be  assigned  to  a  new  doctor  or 
clinic. 

If  you  want  to  keep  seeing  your 
doctor,  you  must  write  your 
doctor's  name  and  the  clinic  name 
on  the  form.  For  Potrero  Hill 
residents  who  see  a  doctor  or 
other  provider  at  Potrero  Hill 
Health  Center,  this  means  you 
must  choose  the  S.F.  Health  Plan 
as  your  Plan.

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'Seed  Money' 
Possible  for 
Esprit  Park

Put  off  by  the  price  tag  Esprit  is 
putting  on  its.  park  at  the  foot  of 
Potrero  Hill,  the  Citizens  Advisory 
CommitlGG  of  San  Francisco's  Recre- 
ation and  Parks  Department  has  opted 
to  recommend  a  grant  of  "seed  money" 
from  the  department's  Open  Space  Fund 
to  stimulate  donations  by  private  funds 
and  foundations  for  the  acquisition  of 
the  property. 

At  issue  is  the  city  block  on  Minne- 
sota Street  between  I  9th  and  20th  Sts., 
which  the  previous  owners  of  Esprit 
de  Corp.  hod  developed  into  a  park  in 
1982.  It's  an  80.000  square  foot  pre- 
serve designed  in  "English  Parkland" 
style  containing  mature  plantings  of 
native  trees  and  shrubs.  It  also  has  a 
running  track,  benches,  picnic  tables, 
parcourse  fitness  stations,  a  grass 
tennis  court,  more  than  an  acre  of  open 
lawn,  and  has  occasionally  served  as  a 
venue  for  the  display  of  monumental 
sculpture. 

The  current  management  of  Esprit 
is  considering  selling  the  property  and 
has  set  a  price  of  $3.2  to  $4  million 
on  it,  with  a  possible  discount  if  the 
City  acquires  it.  City  sources  feel 
$1.6  million  is  a  more  realistic  figure. 

San  Francisco's  Open  Space  Program 
is  administered  by  the  Recreation  and 
Parks  Department  with  funds  mandated 

by  voters  in  1988.  Program  revenues 
for  1996-97  are  estimated  to  total 
$16  million,  of  which  at  least  one- 
fourth  is  earmarked  for  acquisition 
and  development.  Meeting  Esprit's 
price  for  the  property  would  decimate 
the  acquisition  funds  for  the  entire 
year. 

In  view  of  the  new  development. 
"Friends  of  Esprit  Park",  headed  by 
landscape  architect  Andrew  Detsch, 
who  designed  the  facility,  has  broadened 
its  focus  to  include  other  funding 
sources.  The  group  is  contacting 
private  foundations  and  has  asked 
for  help  from  the  National  Trust  for 
Public  Land.  Park  advocate  Supervisor 
Sue  Bierman  has  also  indicated  an 
interest  in  helping. 

Final  determination  of  the  City's 
role  in  the  funding  of  Esprit  Park  is 
expected  in  mid-or  late  February.

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Plans  for  Islais  Creek  Park,  Labor 
Museum,  Boat  Ramp  Moving  Ahead

Friends  of  Islaii  Creek,  a  volunteer 
organization  from  the  Bayview/Hunter's 
Point  District,  is  rapidly  moving  forward 
on  its  plans  to  change  the  Islais  Creek 
Channel.  Islais  Creek  runs  to  the  bay, 
cros>ing  Third  Street,  south  of  Cesar 
Chavez  {formerly  Army  Street)  and 
north  of  India  Basin. 

Their  project,  which  has  been  in  the 
works  for  several  years,  seeks  to  have 
the  channel's  Copra  Crane  designated 
a  national  labor  landmark,  build  a  boat 
ramp  and  beautify  the  channel  with  a 
mini-park.  This  plan  has  gained  much 
support  from  the  International  Long- 
shoremen's and  Warehousemen's  Union 
(ILVVU).  CalTrans.  and  Muni,  among 
other  groups. 

The  Copra  Crane,  which  has  not  been 
in  use  since  the  '7Ui>.  was  a  custom-built 
:»lructure  designed  to  easily  off-load 
copra,  the  meat  of  the  coconut.  This 
was  then  pressed  to  extract  the  oil, 


which  was  used  in  foods,  soap  and  other 
products.  Copra  production  has  been 
reduced  greatly  in  this  country,  since, 
among  other  reasons,  coconut  oil  is  very 
high  in  cholesterol. 

Now  owned  by  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Railway,  the  Copra  Crane  is 
soon  to  be  granted  National  Labor  Land- 
mark status.  A  shack  used  by  dispatchers 
will  be  restored  and  a  labor  museum 
created  to  highlight  the  importance 
of  this  pai't  of  local  labor  history.  Much 
background  information  for  this  project 
has  been  gathered  by  Dr.  Archie  Green. 
Professor  of  Labor  History,  and  Harvey 
Schwartz,  author  and  oral  historian. 

Don  Watson,  Executive  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Labor  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, is  organizing  the  effort  to  find 
volunteers,  especially  anyone  who  may 
have  working  experience  on  the  crane, 
pier,  or  adjoining  Cargill  warehouse. 
Friends  of  Islais  Creek's  Julia  Viera 
added  that  the  effort  could  use  support 
from  private  industry  in  the  immediate 
area. 


The  mini-park  on  the  south  side  of  the 
creek  has  almost  reached  completion. 
Workers  and  residents  in  this  area  can 
now  sit  at  tables  along  the  banks  of 
the  creek  and  enjoy  its  natural  beauty. 
There  are  future  plans  for  the  south 
side  of  the  creek,  owned  bv  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  (DPW)  including 
a  fishing  pier  and  a  small  boat  ramp. 
The  area  under  the  280  freeway  will  be 
developed  by  CalTrans  into  a  three- 
acre  wildflower  meadow  and  a  recreated 
marsh.  The  north  side  of  the  creek  will 
be  graced  with  a  700  foot  promenade, 
the  museum,  and,  of  course,  the  crane. 

Martha  Ketterer,  DPW  landscape 
architect  on  the  Embarcadero.  will 
coordinate  the  project.  Indiana  Street 
will  be  opened  from  Cesar  Chavez 
Street  to  the  banks  of  the  creek.  Viera 
would  also  like  to  eliminate  the  five 
billboards  which  currently  look  down 
on  the  channel.

Exiended  slays,  peicare  welcome' 
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"Follow  Me  Home"  Sparks 
Debate  About  Race,  Gender

After  being  turned  down  by  virtually 
every  major  distributor  because  his  film 
had  "no  audience,"  filmmaker  and  San 
Francisco  native  Peter  Bratt  proved 
industry  naysayers  wrong  and  found  a 
local  distributor  for  "Follow  Me  Home." 
a  low  budget  feature  starring  Benjamin 
Bratt  (of  NBC  TVS  "Law  and  Order"), 
Alfre  Woodard  ("Passion  Fish")  and 
Jesse  Borego  ("Bound  by  Honor"). 
"Follow  Me  Home,"  which  was  produced, 
written  and  directed  by  Bratt.  opens 
Friday.  February  14  at  the  AMC  Kabuki 
Theatre.  1881  Post  Street. 

Bratt.  whose  activist  family  has  been 
involved  in  community  and  local  poli- 
tics for  many  years,  began  writing  screen- 
plays in  1988.  Four  years  later,  frustrat- 
ed by  the  lack  of  Hollywood  support  for 
"Walkman,"  the  story  of  a  contemporary 
Native  American  struggling  to  overcome 
substance  abuse,  Peter  and  his  brother 
Benjamin  founded  Chacras  Filmworks 
to  produce  films  with  indigenous  themes, 
histories  and  stories  —  subject  matter 
that  is  rarely  seen  by  the  industry  as 
commercially  viable. 

Throughout  its  short  history,  "Follow 
Me  Home"  has  generated  controversy 
and  debate  about  issues  raised  in  the 
film  —  race,  gender  and  spirituality. 
And.  debate  is  exactly  what  the  local 
filmmaker  was  aiming  for.  "1  wanted 
that.  1  did."  Bratt  says.  "On  the  actual 
production,  Alfre  Woodward  kept  saying 
'More  than  anything  else  in  this  country, 
there  needs  to  be  a  dialogue  on  race  re- 
lations.' And  when  you  address  these 
issues,  it's  going  to  spark  debate." 

"Follow  Me  Home,"  whicli  is  also 
Bratt's  directorial  debut,  is  an  original 


and  entertaining  allegorical  tale  of  four 
young  artists  —  an  African  American, 
two  Chicanos  and  a  Native  American  — 
who  concoct  a  wild  scheme  to  drive  to 
Washington,  D.C.  and  paint  a  mural  on 
the  side  of  the  White  House. 

Shortly  after  taking  to  the  road,  Tudee, 
the  group's  leader  —  played  by  the  sinewy 
and  charismatic  Jesse  Borrego  —  suspects 
ancestral  spirits  are  guiding  the  journey. 
Spiritual  intervention,  however,  soon 
proves  to  be  just  one  of  the  group's 
worries  as  Bratt's  radical  road  movie 
places  the  young  men  at  odds  with  each 
other  and  head  to  head  with  a  few  twist- 
ed characters  they  meet  on  the  road. 
During  their  journey,  seemingly  by 
chance,  the  quartet  are  joined  by  Evey 
(Alfre  Woodard),  an  enigmatic  African 
American  woman  carrying  a  mysterious 
package,  who  is  on  a  spiritual  quest  of 
her  own. 

Benjamin  Bratt,  almost  transformed 
beyond  recognition,  delivers  an  inspired 
performance  as  Abel,  a  Chicano  mural- 
ist  whose  anger,  misogyny  and  appetite 
for  violence  can  barely  conceal  his 
inner  despair.  Stunning  imagery,  a 
soundtrack  of  original  music  by  Cyril 
Neville  (of  the  Neville  Brothers)  and 
rap  artist  Speech  and  strong  perform- 
ances by  the  ensemble  cast  —  which 
also  includes  Calvin  Levels  ("Johnny 
Suede")  and  Steve  Reevis  ("Dances  with 
Wolves")  —  make  "Follow  Me  Home"  an 
enjoyable  yet  penetrating  film  about  the 
far-reaching  implications  of  colonialism, 
personal  and  spiritual  transformation 
and  race  relations  in  the  United  States.
